Whoever is fairly informed on sanitary 
topics, and acquainted with the results of 
sanitary experiments, and visits w hat Í3 
known as the Chinese quarter of this city, 
or reads the local accounts of its unsani­ 
tary condition, must be driven to the con­ 
clusion that in the heart of the city there 
exist nuisances which seriously menace 
public health. 
That these premises, where 
two and three story vaults above the 
surface of the earth are quite titled with 
offensive matter, which poisons the air 
and soil in three of the central business 
blocks, should be declared 
nuisances, 
does not admit of contradiction. 
The 
Chinese occupants of the lots are not so 
greatly to blame a3 the landlords who 
perm it this state of affairs. 
There would 
seem to he no reason whatever why citi­ 
zens in other parts of the city should be 
compelled to keep their premises in a 
reasonable state of cleanliness, while those 
who rent to Chinese 
are 
practically 
exempted from the operation of the health 
ordinances. 
The I street nuisances should 
be abated utterly, and no compromise 
made on the basis of a spasmodic cleaning 
up, and a smothering of noxious vapors 
w ith disinfectants. 
The pro pert}' is all 
valuable and brings in ample revenue to 
the owners, for whom there is no sort of 
excuse to be made for permitting the 
premises to become dangerous to the 
health of the people.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 


The report of the mercantile agencies 
show that the results of the business of the 
country for the first six months of the year 
1883 were not nearly so satisfactory as had 
been anticipated. 
The failures in the first 
quarter were 2, 821, with $3S,372,t343 of 
liabilities ; in the second quarter, 1,816, 
with $27,S16,391 of liabilities. 
They were 
far greater than ia the corresponding 
periods in 1882, exceeding the latter by 
1,040, while the liabilities in 1883, to July 
1st, are §06,000,000 and over, to §50,000,­ 
000 for 1882. 
The derangement in busi­ 
ness these figures indicate, the agencies 
fiad much difficulty iu accounting for. 
Some of the disasters were due to inju­ 
dicious speculation, some to departure 
from the well known principles in the 
conduct of sound business. 
Consumers 
were fairly prosperous, agricultural re­ 
turns large, wages not greatly lessened, 
and 
the 
export 
demand 
active. 
Yet 
the 
absorption 
of 
goods 
was 
small 
in 
proportion 
to 
production. 
The Dun k Co. Review declares that, so 
far as the productive and abeorbing power 
of the country itself ie concerned, it is 
difficult to imagine circumstances more 
favorable than now exist. 
The growth of 
the country has been rapid, and the con­ 
clusion is drawn th at in a very short time 
the demand for products will grow to the 
extent of present production. 
W aiting 
for this state of things is tbs only remedy 
the Agency proposes, And the growth of 
the country, and the increase of the home 
m arket demands, it holds, w arrants the 
belief of a comparatively early return to a 
better commercial condition. 
The general 
tendency to speculation, so ram pant early 
in the year, is lessening, and the belief is 
entertained th at ihe vast sums tied up in 
margina will be set free to a great extent, 
and tend to set right the commercial world 
soon. 
These speculations are hopeful, and 
in most part would appear to be well 
grounded; but we shall not be disap­ 
pointed if the year rolls by before any 
marked change for the better will be ob­ 
servable.------------------ i '

WHY THEY WIRE 
DEFEATED. 


A new excuse has been found for the de­ 
feat of our riflemen at Wimbledon range. 
I t is noted th at the first half of the match 
was shot on three ranges of 200, 500 and 
600 yards respectively. 
On these the 
Americans were victorious, because these 
are the military distances to which our 
men are trained. 
B at the latter part of 
the match was shot on 800, 900 and 1,000 
yard ranges, and with these only tech­ 
nically expert marksmen are familiar. These 
latter ranges are not considered of value in 
military circles,and our m enarenot trained 
to them. 
As a result wa were defeated. 
So the res! or practical victory was with 
our team, while the expert trium ph was 
w ith the British. 
Some of the English 
journals have gone so far as to admit this, 
but it may be th at this was only a graceful 
method employed by them to shew their 
magnanimity to the defeated. 
I t is some 
a mall comfort to be able to draw even ever 
so little consolation from defeat, and our 
Briiish'cousins are evidently perfectly will­ 
ing that the American backers may find 
and claim all they please. 
Another time 
American soldiers will prove to British vol­ 
unteers that disaster has not been without 
benefit to the Yankee marksmen. 


INTERNATIONAL SANITARY BOARD. 


The preliminary and advisory report of 
an engineer has been made on the proposed 
Florida ship canal, and it proves to be very 
flattering. 
The engineer is none other 
than General Stone, who was at one time 
a resident of Benicia, in this State, and 
lately was prominent iu the service of the 
Khedive of Egypt, having served thirteen 
years upon his staff. 
During all that time 
he watched the operation of the Snrz ca­ 
nal, and became familiar with the methods 
employed in its construction, and the 
means taken for its preservation. A num­ 
ber of surveys have been made for the 
Florida canal in the past, bat none of them 
have resulted in conclusions that justified 
the work being undertaken until General 
Stone took hold of the scheme. 
He has 
had the assistance of five of the most com­ 
petent engineers to be commanded in the 
country, and the field work and the coast 
survey being now completed the corps is 
enabled to report satisfactorily as to the 
practicability and probable cost of the 
work, and tbo time to be consumed ia its 
prosecution.

The Vermont R ailroad D isaster. 
N obth Adams (Ma3-.), August 2J.—The 
collision of the freight trains on the Troy and 
Boston roads yesterday, between Petersburg 
Junction and North Pownal, V t , when 
several men were killed, was caused b7 the 
neglect of 1'. W. Jo'r nson, telegraph opera­ 
tor at Petersburg Junction, to obey the or­ 
ders of the traía dispatcher to ptop the train 
at his station. One train had forty-five cars 
and the other twentv-tive. 
Tfie engines were 
driven into e ich other and fifty cars weie de­ 
railed and piled on top ci each other, while 
some cars fell into the liooeac river. 
The 
wreck immediately took tire. About five 
minutes after, the coach passenger train, with 
four car -, all filled, was due, and the brakt- 
ruau, with bands, face acd head bleedincr, 
went out and flagre i it. The train men and 
passengers ou this train at once set about res­ 
cuing the unfortunate men under the height 
train, but it was so hot thev could do but lit­ 
tle. 
The killed were 
Engineer Charles 
Harden, Conductor John Barrett, Brakeman 
Fmnk Eoiblonx, Bud an operator Darned 
Bruce of the Troy and Greenfield Railroad, 
who was siding on 
the 
engine. 
It is 
thought all but Harden were killed im­ 
mediately. He lay under the engine and 
conld be plainly Been. A number of attempts 
were made to reach him, but without avail. 
Operator Johnson, who is responsible fo£ the 
accident, is 17 years of age, and had been on 
duty ail night, and at 9 in the morning had 
not been relieved, owing to the tardiness of 
A. C. Hoag, the station master. Johnson 
had orders to fl ig these trains and have them 
meet at Petersburg Junction, and forget to 
do it. He set up an instrument on the ground 
near the scene of the accident and sent and 
received messages. The loss o i the rolling 
stock and merchandise will resell §75.000. 
Senator Logan Among the Indiana. 
Chicago, August 2d.—Senator Logan, of 
IUiuois, was interviewed yesterday. He gave 
on outiine of his late trip through New Mex­ 
ico, Arizona and Colorado. 
He said : 
“ I 
suppose I visited twenty Indian villages. The 
tribes are all peaceful and eelf-sustsiniag. 
The Apaches and Piut8s have large herds of 
.-been and hones. They could be kept con­ 
fined to their reservations if water facilitas 
were better, and the Government must bring 
this about, or they will remain off til nit 
grounds. 
Along the northeastern portion of 
New Mexico, and near the iine of Utah, the 
country is barren and not susceptible of cul­ 
tivation for the reason that there ¡3 no water. 
I went to Fort Lewis and examined the situ­ 
ation of the Jsqueilie or Hickory Apaches 
and Seuthern Utes. The Hickories have a 
reservation through which the Denver and 
Rio Grande liaiirovd pass-a; the Southern 
Uies are located about Fort Lewis; both 
tribes are peaceful and fed richly by the 
Government, although able-bodied men, and 
who live on laud as gocd as any in Colorado. 
This ought to bs correcfed, and I shall pre­ 
sent my views to the Committee on Indian 
Afiaira of the Senate. So long as the Utes 
are perfectly able to work they ought to be 
made to do so, bat they never will while the 
Government continues to feed them.” Gen­ 
era! L gau sajB further, the report that he 
owned large landed and mining interests in 
Now Mexico is unfounded.

Lynch said h3 was somewhat disappointed 
because he d il not have i chance to give the 
betrayer his deserts. 
“ When O’Dounell did 
the shooting,” ha continued, “ ha did it under 
an order from the Iuvinciblee, and the object 
which ih j organization has been seeking is 
finally accomplished. 1 might os will say the 
Mrrquis of L msdowce has not long ta live.”

H e r e d i t a r y D is e a s e .—There is, strictly 
speaking, no such thing as hereditary dis­ 
ease. 
Children are not born diseased, how­ 
ever (some 
specific maladies excepted) 
much otie or both parents are, hut they are 
simply born with a predisposition to euch 
parental malady. 
Tney are born with the 
material, with the producing cause, per­ 
haps, but actual disease will no more oc­ 
cur unless exciting canses aro applied than 
powder would detonate without the aid of 
fire. 
The observant reader has often felt 
surprised at seeing robust, hearty children 
of parents who were seemingly not greatly 
removed from tbe grave, and if rational 
care were taken of such children they 
would live to become healthy men and 
women. 
The practical lesson should be a 
hopeful diligence in the rearing of children 
of diseased parentage. 
The difference be­ 
tween the children of healthy and diseased 
parents amounts to this : As to the latter, 
they have less capability of resisting the 
canees of disease, and the consequence is a 
greater necessity for carefulness ; this ne­ 
cessity is often felt, and practically a t­ 
tended to. 
The result ia that such persons 
are found living scores of years after those 
havo moldered in the grave who, in priding 
themBelvea on having constitutions which 
nothing conld bnrt, conld not be made to 
feel the need of carefulness, and conse­ 
quently perished long before their prime.

Eck called Luther a disciple of 
John Huss, and Luther defended Hues, 
Huss had appealed to a general council. 
Eck reminded him that the Council of 
Constance had condemned Huss, and so 
forced him to say that councils might make 
mistakes. 
Papal supremacy was next 
fought over. 

Could 
it be proved from the New Testament ? 
Duke George thought Eck had tho best of 
the encounter. Loipsic Catholic gossip had 
a story th at Lather's mother had confessed 
that M artin’s father had been the devil. 
But L uther remained the favorite of Ger­ 
many. 
His tracts circulated in hundreds 
of thousands. 
Ulrich von H utten and 
Franz von Sickingen offered him an asylum 
if he had to leave the electorate. 
He pub­ 
lished an address to the German nation, 
denouncing the papacy as a usurpation, 
which rang like the blast of a trumpet. He 
sent a copy to the elector, who replied 
with a basket of game. 
Eck, meanwhile, 
who thought the victory had been his, was 
dispatched by Duke George to Rome to 
urge the Pope to action. 
Charles had sig­ 
nified his own intended attitude by order­ 
ing Luther’s writings to be burned in the 
Low countries. Pope Leo thus encouraged, 
on the 10 ih of June, 1520, issued his fa­ 
mous bull against “ the wild boar who had 
broken into the Lord’s vineyard.” 
Forty- 
one of Luther’s propositions wero selected 
and specially condemned ; e..id E ;k was 
sent back with it to Germany, with orders 
if the wild fcoar was still impenitent to 
call in the secular arm, 
Erasmus, who had 
been watching the storm from a distance, 
ill contented, but not without clear knowl­ 
edge where the right lay, seat word that 
no good was to bo locked for from the 
young Emperor. 
Luther, who had made 
up his mind to death as the immediate ou t­ 
look for him. was perfectly fearless. 
The 
Pope could but kill his body, and he cared 
only for his soul and for the truth. 
The 
Pope had now condemned formally what 
Luther conceived to be written in the plain, 
eat words in Scripture. 
The papal chair, 
therefore, was “ Satan’s scat,” and the oc­ 
cupant of it was plainly Antichrrit. 
At 
the elector’s request he wrote to Leo once 
more, but he told him, in not conciliatory 
language, that tho See of Rome .was worse 
than Sodom and Gomorrah. 
W hen Eck 
arrived ia December, on his commission, 
L ather ventured the last step, from which 
there could be no reteeat. 
Ttie Pope Lad 
condemned Luther’s writings to the fire. 
On the 10th cf December Lather solemnly 
burned at W ittenberg a copy of the papal 
decretals. 
“ Because,” he said, “ thou 
hadst troubled the Lord’s saints, let eter­ 
nal fire consume thee.” 
The students of 
the university sang the Te Ileum round the 
pile, and completed the sacrifice with fling­ 
ing into the flames the bull wuieh had been 
brought by Eck. 
Luther trembled, he 
said, before the daring deed was accom­ 
plished, but when it was done he was bet­ 
ter pleased than with any act of his life. 
A storm had now burst, he said, which 
would not end till the day of judgment.

ED U CailO N OF THE 
ELEPHANT, 


The mo3t striking feature in the educa­ 
tion of an elephant, says Wm. T. Horna- 
day in the “ Popular Science M onthly,” is 
the suddenness of h¡3 transition from a 
wild and lawless denizen of the forest to 
the quiet, plodding, good-tempered and 
cheerful beast of 
draught 
or burden. 
There takes place in the keddah, or pen of 
capture, a might struggle between the 
giaut strength of ihe captive and the in­ 
genuity of man, ably seconded by a few 
powerful tame elephants. 
When he finds 
his strength utterly overcame by man’s in­ 
telligence, he yields to the inevitable, and 
accepts the situation philosophically. San­ 
derson once liad a narrow escape from 
death while on the back of a tame elephant 
inside a keddah, attem pting to secure a 
wild female. 
She fought his elephant long 
and viciously, w ith the strength and cour­ 
age of despair, but she wsa fiaally over­ 
come by superior numbers. 
Although her 
attack on Sanderson ia tbe keddah wa3 of 
the most murderous description, he states 
that her conduct after her defeat was most 
exemplary, and she never afterward showed 
any signs of ill temper. 
Mr. Sanderson and an elephant driver 
once mounted a full-grown female elephant 
on the Bixth day after her capture, with­ 
out even the nresence of a tsm e animal. 
Sir Enier* n Tennent records an instance 
wherein an elephant fed from the hand on 
the Erst night of its capture, and iu a very 
few days evinced pleasure at being patted 
on the head. 
Such instances as tho above 
can be multiplied indefinitely. 
To w hat 
else shall they be attributed than philo­ 
sophic reasoning on 
the 
part of 
the 
elephant? 
The orang-outang, so often 
put 
forward 
as 
his 
intellectual 
snperior, when captured alivo at any other 
period of life than th at of helpleis infancy, 
is vicious, aggressive and intractable for 
weeks and months, if not duriug the re­ 
mainder of its life. 
Oracgs captured 
when fully adult exhibit the moat tiger­ 
like ferocity, and are wholly intractable. 
If dog9 are naturally superior to ele­ 
phants in general intellect, it should be as 
easy to tame and educate newly-caught 
wild dogs or wolves of mature age as 
newly-caught elephants. 
But, so lar from 
this being tbe case, it is safe to assert that 
it w cn'd be impossible to train the most 
intelligent company of pointers, setters or 
collies ever got together to pei form tbe 
feats accomplished with such promptness 
and accuracy by all regularly trained cir­ 
cus elephants. 
The successful training of all elephants 
np to the required working point ia so 
fully conceded in India that- the market 
value of an animal depends wholly upon 
his age, sex, build and the presence or ab­ 
sence of good tusks. 
The animal's educa­ 
tion is either sufficient for the buyer, or, i 
not, he knows it can be made so.

R ailroau I’bidqe Burned.—The railroad 
bridge across the Truckee river at Camp 26, 
twenty-two miles east of the town of Truckee, 
was entirely destroyed by fire on Wednesday 
night. The watchman stationed at the bridge 
followed freight train No. 6 going west across 
the bridge, and everything was ali right. 
When he arrived at his cabin, a short dis­

Taere will be a meeting of tbe Board of 
Health this evening to consider measures for 
abatement of some of the crying public nui- 
■ » css now existing in the city. 
Some of 
taese have this week been personally in­ 
spected by mo3t of the members of the Board 
of Health, accompanied by members of the 
Board of City Trustees, and if there was 
any question before as to the necessity of 
actioD, thorough, efficient and immediate, 
such a trip unquestionably was all that was 
necessary to convince in the affirmative. The 
general desire of the people of the city now is 
to know whether or not anything ia to be 
done, or whether the earnest appealing de­ 
mands of our citizens generally ia to again be 
passed over, and nothing done this summer 
to remove the loud, standing invitation to 
cholera, or other epidemics, which are at the 
presant time on the great lines of commerce 
W h which we are directly connected. 
There seems to be an impression in the 
community, if it is not shir d even by ths 
Board of H&alth, that said Board is an im­ 
potent folk, and can do no more than to 
modestly suggest to the Board of Trustees 
what m.asure?, in their humble opinions, 
would ba beneficial for the public health, and 
that it then remains entirely in the discre­ 
tion of the members oi the Board of Tiua- 
tees whether the measures proposed shall be 
carried out, or that the Board of Health 
shall be allowed to do anything or not, thus 
rendering the latter a mere figurehead upon 
this important subject. 
There ia pirhaps an excuse for the preva­ 
lence of such an impre sión, for Section 2 of 
the statute of 1868 provided that any orders 
or regulations adopted by the Board of 
Health should not take e fleet “ until approved 
by resolution or order of the Board ot Trus­ 
tees.” Also by Section 3 of the same Act it 
was provided that “ the Trustees of said city 
shall by ordinance provide, in such manner 
as to them shall seam best, for enforcing such 
orders and regulations as the Board of 
Health shall from time to time adopt.” 
This clearly lett ail the power of action ia 
the hands or the City Trustee?, but there 
powers were entirely changed by the Act ot 
March 29, 1870, the law now in fores upon 
the sub ject, and the second section of which 
is &? follows : 
Section 2. The Board of Health of the City cf 
Sacramento, now recognized by the Board of Trus­ 
tees, shad have a general supervision of all m atters 
appertaining to the sanitary c mdition of said city, 
and full powers are hereby given to said Board of 
H ealth over all questions of toul or defect’, «e drain­ 
age, and oi thedisuifecting and cleaning of streets, 
alleys, cellars, cesspools, or nuisances of any des­ 
cription, and ot low places w ithin the city lim its cal­ 
culated to receive and retain unhealthy deposits. 
Section 4 of the same Act, which takes the 
pisca cf Section 3 of the Act of 1868, above 
quoted, defines the relation of the Board of 
Tru-ttfcs to the work of the Board of HeaUh, 
toga:her wi.h its powers in connection there­ 
with, and which is as follows : 
Section 4. The Board of Trustees of the City of 
Sacramento shall, by ordinance or otherwise, pro­ 
vide f jr enforcing such orders and regulations as the 
Board of Health may from time to time a d o p t; and 
in times of epidemics, or when deemed necessary by 
the Board of H ealth, a Health Officer ehall be em­ 
ployed to enforce the laws in relation to tne sanitary 
condition of said city. 
The last section of the Act repeals all Acts 
or parts of Acts inconsistent with it, wnich 
renders this the present law upon tbs'subject. 
It will be seen therefore by the above that 
the present Board of Health has the entire 
and untrammeled control of the matter of 
abating any and every nuisacca now existing 
in tha city, without evento much aa consult­ 
ing the Board of Tiustees. Tne law does 
not, in fact, even contemplate that they shall 
do so, but on the contrary, places the entire 
responsibility for removal of all nuisances, 
ore., upon the shoulders of the Board of 
Health, and leaves no discretion whatever in 
the hands of tha Board of Trustee?, but Bays 
it "shall, by ordinance cr otherwise, provide 
fur enforcing such orders and regulations as 
tbe Board of Health may from time to time 
adopt.” 
The question, therefore, whether or not the 
gigantic nuisances in Chinatown and else- 
wnero now existing and soioudly complained 
of, and menacing the general health t f the 
city shall be speedily abated, rests solely with 
the Board of Health, which is to meet this 
evening to specially consider the surjec;. 


UUPAÍ.ALLELED LUCK. 


A t intervals for several months past in the 
personal columns of many Calif m is papers 
items have appeared to the effect that Sir 
John Lester Kaye and Lady Kaye, of Eng­ 
land, are visiting the Pacific Coast, or that 
they were registered at Blank hotel. There 
are few people in the State who know that 
the English Baronet is living in California. 
Not long after his first appearance on the 
th¡3 coast he purchased 5,000 acres of tule 
laud, near the Sacramento river, in Yolo 
county, paying for it the sum of 875 000. I t 
was a barren tract, on which an attempt to

The re­ 
sult wa; that about 35,000 sacks of very good 
wheat was harvested, and has nearly all been 
brought down the river. The first shipment 
of this year’s crop was from this lot, and was 
by the steam r Do er, Captain P go, Tbe 
Baronet’s reaidesee ic about five milts above 
Knight’s Landing, and almost every evening 
he, accompanied by Lady Kaye, drives into 
town for mail. The Baronet is apparently 
about 32 years of age, and his “ better half ” 
several years 
younger. 
Ha appears at 
Knight’s Landing wearing a cork hat, eo com­ 
mon in the coa. try, while his wife is very 
commonly dressed, and it would never occur 
to the mind of a stranger that they belonged 
to the nobility of England. 
Recently there were 210 scrapor? taken up 
the river and landed at this ranch, and it is 
the intention to have a high levee constructed 
cn two sicks of the land before the rains 
come this winter. H it will be a back levee, 
to keep the tnle water from fl iwing over tbe 
bind. The Englishman, however, has evi­ 
dently not bee.me accustomed to California 
prices for labor, for he offers but SI 75 per 
day for man and team to run the scrape: s.

WEATHER.

Judging the meteorological conditions of 
the past month of July by its means, as com­ 
pared with others cf the game name for the 
past tix years, it is found that July, 1877, 
was decidedly the hottest month, its mean 
temperature being 75°, while the past month 
was 73°; so also were 1878 and 1882, while 
July for 1879, 1880 end 1881 were compara­ 
tively cool. The highest temperature ever 
recorded for July in seven years past oc­ 
curred on the 2d of the past month, when 
the self-registering maximum thermometer 
reached 103 5°, which was half a degree 
higher than the highest iu Juiy, 1877. The 
peat month waa the second July out cf eeven 
years that no rain was precipitated, those be­ 
ing July, 1878 and 1883, while July, 1877, 
1879, 1SS0, 1881 and 1882 gave a small 
am ount; in fact not enough to be appreci­ 
able to the pluviometer, which measures to 
oce-hundredih of sn inch. 
In ail other re­ 
spects the general meteorological and cli­ 
matic conditions of the prst month were 
normal. In judging the hast or cold of any 
pface one cannot be properly informed by 
taking simply tha daily mean temperature, 
but rather the mean of the hignesi nnd 
lowest temperature, as a'so the means of the 
temperature of the air at certain hours. For 
ths past month the mean maximum tempera­ 
ture was 90 6°, the mean minimum tempera­ 
ture was 60.7°. Tne mean temperature for the 
month at 4:02 A. M., ia Cl,9‘ ; at 8:02 A. M., 
72 3°; at 12:02 p. m , 84.1°; at 4:02 r . M , 
88 7°; and at *8:02 p m., 73 4°. It will be 
seen, tlerefore, that of the mean temperature 
for the month at each cf the above five hours 
the hottest part of the day was at 4:02 p. M. 
By such comparison of each month of each 
year an investigator of the climate in respect 
to the temperature could tell bitter of its 
general character than simply by i's daily 
mean, for ia the above instance it Í3 found 
that the heat ia Sacramento for July past, 
taking the means for the above hours, to 
have been 14 degrees warmer at 4 o’clock in 
the aft6rnco"a than it was at 12 o’clock.

SCENE 
SHIFTING 
EXTRAORDINARY. 


An invention has just been perfeoted 
that is calculated to prove of great value 
to the immense traveling companies that 
go from one point to another in the United 
States during the "season.” 
The inven­ 
tion referred to is a railroad freight car. 
To be sure, a freight car is seldom a very 
potent factor in swelling the receipts of a 
performance; but in this case it is the 
novelty, conventenee and easy facility with 
which it is handled that make the car val­ 
uable. 
The car is so built that it can be 
taken from the railroad track and run along 
the street in the same manner as an ordi­ 
nary truck. 
It can be backed up the back 
door of any theater and the scenery, prop­ 
erties, costumes, etc., of the play packed 
away in its interior. 
It is then hauled 
back to the railroad and carried to its des­ 
tination, where it undergoes the same op­ 
eration as.before, except that the “ props,” 
scenery, etc., are token out of the car, 
where they have been undisturbed since 
they started on the journey. 
There is no 
rehandling whatever necessary, the car 
runDÍDg on any track and being commo­ 
dious enough to accommodate the most 
cumbersome sets. 
It W38 at first thought 
that its enormous length would interfere 
with its rounding short curves, but the 
railroad men say that its length will canse 
no difficulty. 
Messrs. Shook & Collier, of the Union 
Square Theater, are the first managers to 
give it a trial, and have had several built 
especially for their company’s forthcoming 
trip to California. 
Their cars are at pres­ 
ent lying at the Erie Railroad depot at 
Jersey City. 
The decorations on the out­ 
side of them are as elaborate as those on 
the outside of professional circus chariots. 
To give an idea of their capacity, J. W. 
Collier, who will accompany the troupe to 
San Fraeoisco, will take with him the em­ 
bassy and duel scenes of “ The Banker’s 
Daughter,” the ball-rcom set and the din­ 
ing-room set of “ A Parisian Romance,” 
the lofty street set from “ The Ranizaus,” 
the splendid scenery of the parlors and 
drawing-rooms of “ Daniel Rcchat,” and 
every set of scenery in the “ Lights o’ 
London.” 
Ordinarily, the scenery of the 
latter play ia enough to fill two ordinary 
cars, but in the new cars it will occupy a 
very small amount of space. 
Besides this, 
the properties, costume?, and other acces­ 
sories to the reportoire of dramas that the 
company wili play in San Francisco will 
form an immense amount of baggage. The 
Erie Railroad Company will attach the cars 
to a fast freight train that will start five or 
six days in advance of the company, and 
will reach San Francisco in twelve days 
from the time they leave New York.—[Pa' 
crson Press. 


Lincoln o s McClellan. 


In a recent addreee at Bellevue, Mich., ex 
Governor Austin Blair gave an account of 
the Convention of Governors of Northern 
States that met at Aiioona, Penn., at the 
time ot the issuing of the Emancipation 
Proclamation by President Lincoln in 1S62. 
The Convention was called to briug an 
icfluence to bear upon the President to in. 
duce him to issue a proclamation or do 
some act that should set at liberty the 
4,000,000 slaves, but the President outwit­ 
ted the twenty-two Governors by issuing 
the proclamation the same day their Con­ 
vention mot. 
Tee Governors then decided 
to go on to Washington and present to the 
President, not the urgent resolutions they 
had intended, but an address compliment­ 
ing him upon the step he had taken. This 
address was prepared in an able manner by 
Governor Andrew, of Massachusetts, who 
read it to President Lincoln as he sat at 
his desk, while the Governors wero seated 
around the room. 
After that an incident 
happened that Governor Blair said he had 
never related to any one. 
Governor Kirk­ 
wood, of Iowa, eince a United States Sen­ 
ator and Secretary of the Interior, rose 
and said : 
“ Mr. President—I should be delighted 
could I return to my home and say to the 
Deople of Iowa that the President of the 
United States believeB that General George 
B. McClellan is a loyal man.” He branched 
off upon other subjects connected with the 
war, and then closed by repeating with 
more emphasis: “ I should be glad, Mr. 
President, to be able to tel! the people of 
Iowa tbat you believe in the loyalty and 
patriotism of George B. McClellan.” 
Taking his feet down from the desk upon 
which they had been resting, Mr. Lincoln 
sprang to his feet and straightened up ap­ 
parently two inches taller than usual, and 
said, with much force and apparent excita­ 
bility : “ I’ll tell you, gentlemen, General 
McClellan is an exceedingly well-informed 
General,-and ¡3 very careful, in fact, too 
caroful, and the great trouble with him is 
that when he wins a victory he doesn't 
know what to do with it.” 
u Why not try somebody else }” mildly 
suggested Governor Blair. 
“ We might do that and might lose an 
army by it,” was the quick response of the 
President, which Governor Blair admitted 
'completely unhorsed him.”—[DetroitFree 
Press.

When Mr. Bullock was Sheriff about 
twelve years ago, our present Deputy, John 
Lawson, served in a similar capacity under 
Bullock.
